“ I L aching out to* serve human­ 
ity ” wa.* the m essage of the parable 
of the rich man and the beggar as it 
w as delivered in a serm on by the 
Rev. Ralph VV.

17:19-31 for his serm on text, the 
Rev. Mr. Baker said th a t the!

this parable in every age that ha* 
t ver existed. 
“The rich m an in the story may 
he likened to any rich man of to­ 
day. 
if*? secured hi* riche* through 
honest moans und was a very good 
m an in his com m unity, but the all 
im portant fac t is th a t 
he 
wa* 
rich. 
Gradually this m an who had 
worked hard for his w ealthy posi­ 
tion, shut himself 
off 
from 
the 
w'orld and lived w ith his riches, 
much the same as m any people to­ 
day. 
Beggar Seek* Lim*! 
“Then it was th a t the beggar, 
Lazarus, not the sam e one whom 
Je su s had raised from the dead, 
was laid at the g a te of the rich 
m a n ’s house, that he m ight get the 
crum bs from his sum ptuous table. 
A t this time, Jesu s brought dogs 
into the picture to show th at some­ 
tim es brutes m ay be 
friends 
of 
m an when his own com rades re­ 
fuse to recognize him. 
“ And thus the p ictu re of the man 
rich in worldly goods and poor in 
th e spiritual values and th at of 
the man at his g ate, rich in spir­ 
itual character, but poor in wealth, 
continues until the death of both 
men. 
Then the souls of the men 
leave them, one going to the haven 
of peace and rest and the other 
going to eternal to rtu re, just as 
Je su s has prom ised the souls of 
m en should do. 
To know about a 
place of great to rtu re 
may 
not 
be conducive to good thought, but 
nevertheless 
according 
to 
the 
parable, such a place exists. 
Joys of H eaven 
“ The purpose of 
the teachings 
of this parable is to aw aken peo­ 
ple who nix* in th e flesh as to the 
joys in Heaven and to arouse those 
people who are sinful, so th a t they 
m ay mend their w ay s before they 
follow' the sam e p ath as the rich 
m an did. 
Now is th e day for sal­ 
vation and the tim e to heed the 
beg g ars at our doors. 
There are 
needy people everyw here, in the 
foreign countries and in our own 
country, with whom we must he 
able to share our w ealth. 
Lazarus 
seem ingly was friendless, hut at 
his death the angels cam e to take 
him to Heaven, show ing that one 
who believes is n ev e r without a 
friend and consolation In the time 
of sore need. 
“ It is from the people who as 
believers in God have opened their 
stores to the b eg g ars around them 
th a t 
the 
C hristian 
gos|H*l 
has 
spread throughout the world and 
th a t these beggars a re constantly 
becoming filled w ith 
the crumbs 
from the tallies of C hristians.”

Farmer Fatally Shoots 
And Hangs Himself Near 
Hunterstown 


William Weaver Fires High-Powered Rifle 
Shot Through Head And Body Slumps 
Off Wagon-Wheel Hub; Rope Noosed 
Around 
Neck 
And 
Attached 
To 
Rafter 
Doubly 
Insures 
Death. 


To doubly insure his death, William Weaver, 52, a bache­ 
lor farmer, near Hunterstown, used a high-powered rifle and 
rope to commit suicide, Saturday afternoon. 
His body, suspended from a rafter in a wagonshed and 
with a bullet hole through the head, was found at 3:30 
o’clock. Saturday afternoon, by a brother. Robert Weaver* 
upon his return from a sale in Hunterstown. 
Death had been instantaneous from the rifle shot, au­ 
thorities believe. 
According to Dr. K. A. Miller, Adams county coroner. 
Weaver stood on the front hub of a wagon wheel, with a 
rope noosed around his neck and tied to a rafter overhead; he 
then placed the butt of a .45-calibre rifle in the wagon box, 
with the muzzle of the gun in his mouth. 
The trigger was 
released with a short stick. 
The shot jolted Weaver from the wheel hub, and he was 
found suspended from the rafter, his feet on the ground. 
The bullet passed through the man’s head, lodging in the 
roof of the shed.
